Spain, the queen regent being un arch­ 
duchess of: Austria, led Austria before 
the declaration of war between Spain

France was ready to sec­ 
ond the efforts of Austria. 
Germany 
and Russia m aintained a passive atti­ 
tude. 
Great Britain was at first dis­ 
posed to sign the proposed note, hut 
after a confidential report from W ash­ 
ington. declined either to sign such a 
note as the A ustrian am bassador pro­ 
posed or to take any further steps. 
Afterwards A ustria ami France made 
direct representations at Washington, 
hut ceased their efforts after the de- 
laration of war. from th a t time for­ 
ward relying on the efforts of the 
pope, who was backed by the tacit 
approval of all the powers.

statem ent

handed to the cor­ 
respondent of the Associated Press: 
“The foreign office declares with ail 
positiveness 
that 
Germany, neither 
before the outbreak cf the Spanish-

Hambleton. \V. Va., Jan. 22.—The 
following named persons were burned 
to d ta th in a cam p belonging to the 
Otter Creek Boom and Lum ber com­ 
pany;

Bud Welch was badly burned and 
is in a critical condition. 
The lumbering plant named is lo­ 
cated here, but the cam p was several 
miles up in the forest. 
The building 
was two stories, 22 by -52 feet. 
Forty 
workmen were sleeping in the up­ 
stairs. which was in one room. About 
4 o ’clock the sm oke woke some up and 
they hurriedly aroused 
the 
others, 
and frantically they pushed each other 
down the stairs, tum bling over each 
other like sheep. 
Two small windows 
were in the room 
and these were 
broken 
out, and a dozen or more 
crawled through these and jumped to 
the ground. 
This they did without 
dressing and were left in the snow 
without clothing until they could get 
to another camp,

mile away. 
Clothing was taken to them.

Witness Told of Two 
Men Telling 
Him They Killed Two Filipinos. 
W ashington, Jan. 22.—Colonel W. 
S. Metcalfe, whose nomination to he 
pension agent for the K ansas district 
is held up in the senate on charges 
th a t he killed a Filipino while tho 
latter was on his knees begging for 
mercy, was heard in his own behalf 
by a sub-committee of the senate com­ 
m ittee on pensions, of which Senator 
Simon is chairm an. 
He 
entered a 
positive denial of all knowledge of the 
killing with which he is charged and 
said th at tho statem ents against him 
have em anated from political oppon­ 
ents and from persons who, as fellow 
m em bers of the Tw entieth K ansas in­ 
fantry, were jealous of his rise in that 
regiment. 
Fred D. Heisler, formerly 
a private in the regiment, now em ­ 
ployed in the governm ent printing of­ 
fice, was the next w itness and testi­ 
fied in Colonel Metcalfe’s behalf, show­ 
ing th at the incident which gave rise 
to the report occurred in the colonel’s 
absence and without his knowledge. 
His testim ony was, however, hearsay. 
He said he had been told by two m em ­ 
bers cf his < ompany, Corporal W. J. 
Coleman, now dead, and Private VV. 
E. Cummings, who is now in K ansas 
City, th a t on one occasion they had 
bien U ft in charge of two Filipino 
prisoners with orders to take them 
to the rear. 
They refused to budge, 
despite attem pts to force them, ex­ 
pecting 
shortly to be released 
by 
Fib pi no rein f orcemen t s. 
The two Am ericans being left alone, 
their regim ent having

ahead, 
finally killed their prisoners to be rid 
et them and then

Colonel Metcalfe was not present 
on this occasion, nor did he have any­ 
thing to do with the in c id en t 
Mr.

a bill entirely prohibiting the sale of 
cigarettes in the state, as is done in 
Tennessee and other plat es, would find 
a hearty indorsement from many mem­ 
bers. it would Hardly pas.-> and will not 
be presented. But a measure has been 
drawn by Representative Gear of Wy­ 
andot which it is hoped will in a meas­ 
ure check the growth of this rapidly 
spreading evil and make the cigarette 
harder to obtain. It is proposed to in­ 
crease the tax on wholesale dealers to 
$200 and on retail dealers to $100. and 
prohibit the sale to any one tinder f) 
years of age. 
The effect of this, it is 
argued, will be to make it impossible 
for dealers to sell cigarettes without 
raising the price to a degree that will 
prevent many on whom the habit is 
not yet too strong to abandon )t. More­ 
over, the prohibits • of the sale to mi­ 
nors under 20 yea s will, if enforced, 
stop many young boys from forming 
the habit, as well as enforce a discon­ 
tinuance of it on many who are now 
slaves to the smoking of cigarettes.

the state levy at some future time. The j 
m ost troublesome of the three proposed 
bills, and the one which party leaders 
feel is the least likely to pass, is the 
one increasing the Dow tax. 
This 
will be fought vigorously by the liquor 
element, and is regarded as a two- 
edged sword that may work more po­ 
litical harm than good. It will be sub­ 
mitted to the Republican house caucus, 
and may never get beyond there, al­ 
though it will have back of it the pow­ 
erful influence of many of the prom i­ 
nent men of the state. 
The bill pro­ 
poses the increase of the tax from 
$350 lo $500, the entire increase of $150 
lor each saloon la the state to go into 
the state treasury for the support of 
stale institutions. 
It is figured that 
this would bring in many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually, and 
temperance advocates find in it an a r­ 
gument for their cause on the claim 
that many of the more vicious saloons 
would be forced out of business. 
It is 
contended that if the state levy is to 
be done aw iy with entirely—and this 
is one of the things for which the state 
adm inistration is firmly standing—it 
can not be brought about in any way 
bet n- th n by the raising of the Dow 
tax, unless it would be by raising the 
tax on corporations to a degree both 
unfair and out of proportion to their 
just share, provoking them to a deter­ 
mined warfare against »ny measure af­ 
fecting their interests. 
The plan now 
advised by the fram ers of the bills is 
the placing of an Annual fee on cor­ 
porations of one-tenth or perhaps one- 
fifth of I per cent of their gross earn­ 
ings, the entire amount \o go into the 
state treasury and be used for the pay­ 
ment of the state’s expenses. 
If the 
amount be placed at one-filth instead 
of one-tenth of I per cent it would dou­ 
ble the am ount originally proposed and 
largely increase the state's revenues; 
but that one-fifth is even considered 
plainly shows that the total income
